Mr. Seiple described the Burma 
road and explained that it is 900 
miles long and usually takes about 
two weeks to travel from one end to 
the other. It passes through deep 
gorges and has swinging bridges on 
its route, he said. 
He told the 


audience that children of five and 
six years could be seen working 
with elderly people keeping the road 
in shape f°r travel.

He 
told how the Japs attacked two of 
the "Flying Tigers" when they were 
forced to parachute to the ground 
from their planes. As the enemy's 
ground forces advanced, the speaker 
explained, the A. V. G. was forced 
to change its bases. Up to the time 
the unit was disbanded, only 15 of 
the 90 A. V. G. pilots had been shot 
down, Mr. Walters said. Four are 
prisoners of the Japs, he added.

Washington, Oct. 6 (AP) — De- 


mands for a sales tax arose from 
members today as the Senate re- 
ceived from its finance committee a 
;igantic new revenue 0111 which 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said would be at least $6.- 
000.000.000 short of wartime needs. 


Without officially estimating the 


additional yield of the new measure, 
the committee report criticized as 
too high the 45 per cent normal 
and surtax rate voted by the House 
on corporation profits and noted 
that it had cut the rate to 40 per 
cent. 


While the report did not allude 


to Morgenthau's demand of yester- 
day for even higher taxes, commit- 
tee members declared in no uncer- 
tain terms that something new in 
taxation would have to be added if 
Morgenthau's goal of $30,000,000.000 
a year, "and possibly much more," 
was to be reached. 


Favors Sales Tax 


The Treasury head said the com- 


mittee-approved bill, combined with 
present taxes, would raise about 
$24.000,000,000 a year, or about $2,- 
000.000,000 less t h a n Chairman 
George (D-Ga) has estimated. 


Senators Herring (D-Iowa) and 


Radcliffe (D-Md) said they believed 
the only way $30,000,000,000 could be 
raised would be through a sales tax. 


"We're going to have to come to 


that, a straight across-the-boards 
sales tax," Herring declared. There 
have been estimates that a sales 
tax of at least 10 per cent would be 
required to raise $6,000,000,000 addi- 
tional.

FLOOR SPACE TO 
DETERMINE OIL 
FUEL ISSUANCE 


Adams county Buttoning Board 
officials today outlined th* proced­ 
ure by which fuel oil will be rationed 
in this county under Office of Price 
Administration plans to cut fuel 
oil eoRsumpflon by one-thlrd this 
winter. 
Although the rationing of fuel oil 
actually began October I, the regis­ 
tration of consumer; and issuance 
of ration 
coupons 
will 
probably 
begin 
about 
the 
middle of 
the 
month, Donald P. McPherson, Jr., 
Esq., said. 
In the meantime suppliers will 
require satisfactory assurance from 
any customer to whom a delivery 
is made that coupons covering the 
delivery will be surrendered to them 
when the coupons are issued to the 
customer. 
* When suppliers register for their 
own allotments with the local ration­ 
ing boards, they will receive supplies 
of application forms. The supplier 
will send each customer a copy of 
this form, together with a certifica­ 
tion as to the amount of fuel oil 
delivered last year. 
The consumer 
will be required to fill out this form 
and mail it. with the dealer’s certi­ 
fication attached, to the local board. 
Thereafter, he will receive a post­ 
card from the board, advising him 
when and where to ai>p!y for his 
coupons," Mr. McPherson explained. 
Need Three Figures 
"In completing this form, there 
are three figures the consumer will 
need. 
First, the amount of oil he 
had in hLs storage tank on October 
1st. Second, the length and width 
of tile rooms he m ust iveat with 
oil this winter. 
“Blmple multiplication will give 
the number of .square feet of floor 
space to lie heated. 
This figure 
WI til the October 1st inventory and 
the number of gallons used last 
year, ak certified by the dealer, ore 
the essential figures the application 
will require. 
OPO has emphasized 
the fact that a householder will 
not have to delve into higher m athe­ 
matics to establish his proper ration 
Neither will time-consuming com­ 
putations for each applicant be re­ 
quired of the rationing board mem­ 
bers. 
The boards alii be supplied 
with tables worked out In advance 
by heating experts which will enable 
board members and employes to 
make adjustments compensating for 
the size and nature of the family 
unit, local weather conditions, type 
of construction and Insulation, and 
other factors. 
Foe Tables 
“Applying these tables to the in­ 
formation furnished on his applica­ 
tion, the board will determine the 
number of gallon* of luel oil each 
consumer alii need to maintain a 
daytime temperature of 65 degrees 
bi average winter weather, and he 
will receive coupons authorizing de­ 
livery of th at amount. 
Coupons 
will be numbered one to five and 
each group will be valid only during 
a specified period, varying in each 
of four heat zones into which the 
plan divides the country. In Penn­ 
sylvania the No. I coupons are 
tentatively set to expire on Decem­ 
ber 2, No. 2 on January 5. No. 3 on 
February 6, No. 4 on March 12, and 
No. 5 will be valied from March 12 
until the following September 30th. 
“The rationing plan is designed 
to cut fuel oil const unpt ion in the 
thirty states affected by one-third.
